Important Water Way to Connect Baltic 


and \Vlii£a sens. 


Berlin, Nov. 6.—It is learned that 


within a few days there will be pub- 
lished plans of a new ca-nal of the 
greatest 
importance, to be built by 


Russia. 
It will connect the Baltic 


j and White Seas, running from St. Pet- 
ersburg along the Finnish Gulf to St. 
Catherine, the new naval harbor on 
the Muramn coast. 
The Neva river, 


now seven meters (about twenty-three 
feet) deep, will be deepened still more, 
and the canal will run from it to Lake 
Ladoga, in Northwestern Russia. 


The importance o£ these plans, from 


the military point of view,- is that 
they will enable the Russian Baltic 


! fleet to escape, should a blockade ever 
' be attempted on that side of the em- 


pire. The 'distance from St. Peters- 
burg to the important seaport of libau, 
on the Baltic, will be greaty shorten- 
ed.' This will De part of the new ca- 
nal's commercial significance. 


SAYS INDIANS ARE STARVING. 
Government Has Cut Off Their Rations 


and' There I» No Game. 


Vernal, Utah, Nov. 6.—Word comes 


here from the Uiutah Indian reserva- 
tion that the Ute Indians are destitute 
and that many are starving to death. 
Thomas Taylor, superintendent of the 
St. Louis Gilsonite Company's mines 
at Fort Duchesue, has arrived here 
from White River, ana reports seeing 
several bands of Indians, including 
many who were weak from hunger. 


They told him that the government 


had stopped issuing them rations, that 
there was no game to be found on the 
reservation and that they had been 
driven from hunting in Colorado by 
the state authorities. Some of them 
declared their intention to hunt in 
Colorado despite the ban, saying they 


•"•e driven to it by starvation.

Devery was indicted yesterday by the 
grand jury on the charge of felony 'be- 
cause of an order he ..had, issued to 
bis men to resist any interference of 
State 
Superintendent of 
Elections 


John McCullagh or his deputies at the 
polls tomorrow and then by u light- 
ning change act tonight, the chief re- 
scinded bis previous order. 


The change of front was all brought 


about by Governor Roosevelt. 
Until 


yesterday morning the chief and his 
Tammany friends were tolerably defi- 
ant, but Governor Roosevelt sent a 
communication to Mayor Van Wyck 
saying he (the governor) would hold 
the mayor personally responsible for 
any violence at the polls tomorrow. 


The mayor immediately consulted 


with the other city officials and the 
Tammany men. 
They were in con- 


ference for some time and afterward 
the mayor went to police headquarters 
and gave Chief Devery a written or- 
der directing him to rescind his objec- 
tionable order of Saturday night. The 
chief then issued the order as demand- 
ed by the mayor, and ft was read to 
the men in the various precincts at the 
roll call last *hight. 


The indictment of Cfiief Devery was 


secured 
without the 
knowledge or 


consent of District Attorney Asa Bird 
Gardiner, although his name appears 
in the papers. 
Colonel Gardiner says 


that the indictment will not hold. Cro- 
ker says that it is an outrage. 


The indictment was issued upon an 


order issued by Chief Devery on Sun- 
day night informing the uniformed 
police force that "tactics and methods 
of intimidation have been perpetrated 
upon respectable citizens by John Mc- 
Cullagh," and it is the duty of police- 
men "to protect the honest right and. 
franchise of every citizen."

Track Laying on 
the Janesviiie & 


Southeastern Progressing Through 
This City—Description of the Ma. 
chine That is Doing This Work— 
Crew of One Hundred Men. 


Track laying on the Janesviiie & 


Southeastern railroad was completed 
yesterday over tEat portion of the 
road that runs within the city limits. 
Yesterday morning at eight o'clock 
a crew of one hundred men, a special 
train and a track laying apparatus 
commenced the work near Center av- 
enue. 
,. When darkness put a stop to the 
work the steel rails had been laid to 
the city limits near the Paul farm, 
and this was all accomplished in about 
eight hours', time. 
A large crowd of 


spectators watched the work through- 
out the day. 
The track laying device 


proved most interesting. 
This appa- 


ratus is not a machine as many sup- 
pose, but is a fiat car provided with 
rollers and other 
patent 
devices 


that make what is know as the Harris 
Patent Track Layer. 


This car holds the first place on the 


train. 
In its rear are four flat cars 


loaded with steel rails. 
Next come 


eight flat cars heavily loaded with 
ties. 
Next is attached a bolt car and then a 
tool car. In the rear is the locomo- 
tive that pxishes this special train. 
The cars in this tram are attached 
with a minature track on which runs 
a small dump car that hauls the ties 
from the rear car where it dumps them 
in front of the track layer. -\ dozen 
men on the steel rail cars are kept 
busy bolting two of 'the thirty foot 
steel rails together. 


One man gives all the orders and 


everything moves like 
clockwork. 


The first thing on the program is 
the moving of the dump car that comes 
from the tie cars over the steel rail 
cars to the edge of the track layer 
when it strikes with force a d-imping 
device that throws the load of ties 
forward to the ground. 


Here fifty men are stationed. 
They 


quickly take 'these ties and distribute 
them ahead in places, that have been 
marked. Then oft come the four steel 
rails that have been bolted ir_ pairs 
making sixty foot rails. 
They slide 


along on iron rollers that lower them 
as they advance towards the ground. 
Twenty-five feet in front of the track 
layer is a small dumping device on 
which is an iron roller. 
Here the end 


of the rails rest and run along until 
the other end leaves' the track layer. 
The fifty men now take hold of the rail 
and as the order is given they drop it 
on the ties. 
Then they place it. in pos- 


ition and tlien in less time than it 
takes to tell it the bolting craw have 
it securely fastened. 
Then the train 


moves forward on this newly laid 
track and the same performance is 
repeated. 


The track layers wilTaverage a mile 


and three quarters a day. 
The crew 


now at work arrived In the city Sun- 
day night from Darien where they 
have been at work on the same line 
of road. 


The crew board in their own cars 


which are now sidetracked in this city. 
Prom this city the track will be laid 
towards Emerald Grove for a distance 
of six and one-half miles. 
Here a 


stop will be necessary until the con- 
tractors open a deep stone cut. 


The rails being used are 
extra 


heavy measuring two and 
one-half 


inches across the top. They are made 
by the Illinois steel company ;ind are 
tne same as useu on all through lines. 


The track laying crew are in charge 


of Foreman W. F. Bolancl and Supt. of 
Construction 
William 
Baker. The 


train is in charge of Conductor H. 
Williams of Milwaukee. 


INTERESTING LETTER 
FROM 


CHARLES F. CANIFF. 


It Seems to 
Him the United States 


Government is Too Easy with the 
Natives on the Philippine lelands — 
A Hazardoas Trip on a Steamer 
to Matiiia, 


Manila, P. I., Oct. 9—Editor Gazette 


—I will try and give a slight descrip- 
tion of our trip from 'Frisco to Man- 
ila as I saw it. 
We leftpier No. 12 


at 12 a. m. of the 21st of August. We 


j had on board 1900 people. 


j 
We lost a day when we crossed the 


j ISOth degree meridian, 
west longi- 


tude, 'August 29th. The next day was 
August 31st. All the exercise we got 
on board was twenty minutes double 
time around the top deck. We have 
been averaging between 290 and 300 
miles every twenty-four hours. 


On Sept. 6th we passed through the 


strait of Sangon with every city of Jesse 
on our right. The shove was lined with 
Japanese fishing craft. We entered 
the outer harbor of Nagasaki and were 
quarantined 
for about 
four hours. 


| Then we were turned into the inner 
j harbor where we anchored. Most ot 


j us were broke but I managed to bor- 
i row a small sum and started £or shore 


j in a sanfron, which took five cents of 


i our money and ten sen, Japanese. 


I finally landed in Nagasaki. 
Ev 


erything looked odd to me. The low 
thatched Japanese and the large Eu- 
ropean and American hotels side by 
side looked extremely odd. Most of 
the streets were narrow, being from 
ten to twenty feet wide. A stranger 
would get lost there after 
dark as 


there is a scarcity of street lights. I 
visited a French Catholic school, prob- 
ably the largest building in the city, 
also an English speaking school. 


One of the best places to spend an 


hour is in the tea gardens. I loitered 
too long in sight seeing and had to 
climb up the anchor chains to get on 
board without .being seen, an experi- 
ence I don't 
care to repeat, as the 


chain is slippery and I am no climber. 


Our vessel was coaled up by Japan- 


ese men and women who form a line 
from the coal barges to the bunkers 
in the ship and pass small baskets of 
coal fnom one to the other. They put 
over 3,GOO tons aboard in two days 
and a half. Tuesday at 6 p. m. we 
sailed out of the harbor for tlje Phil- 
ippines. 


The second night 
out of Nagasaki 


we headed into a typhoon and for for- 
ty-eight hours I thought -it was all 
off with us. The 
: hatchways were all 


fastened clown and every one but the 
sailors were confined below for over 
thirty-six hours. The hold was .full of 
men, boxes, mess kits, blankets, rolls, 
trunks 
and other articles bounding 


around with every roll of the ship mak- 
ing like miserable and sore heads plen- 
tiful. 


There were several ladies aboard 


and one of them was washed out of 
her berth and clear across the deck 
and when picked np was unconscious. 
Every wave leaped clear over the top 
of the decks. 


Monday, Sept. 17th, we 
anchored 


in "Manila Bay, after spending twenty- 
seven hours at sea. Sept. 18th we em- 
barked in Philippine. After a four- 
mile march we went into barracks. 
They are about 300 feet long, 40 feet 
wide. The roof and side walls are made 
of palm leaves and the floor of split 
Bamboo about half an inch apart. The 
frame is of large bamboo and is fast- 
ined together with large cane splints. 
The only nails used in the building 
are in the floor. 


It seems to me that the 
United 


States government is too easy with 
:he natives, but of course we have not 
been here long enough to know nruch 
about the situation. The Filipinos here 
seem to think Bryan will be elected 
and then they will gain their freedom.

WILL RECOVER 


Physicians Perform Second Operation 


on Foot,. Finding Conditions Not 


SoSeripusas Suppled. 


St. Paul, Minn.,' Nov. 6.—Drs. A. J. 


Stone and Lancaster of this city and 
Murphy of Chicago performed an op- 
eration on Senator C. K. Davis' foot 
for the draining of the poisonous mat- 
ter from an abscess in the solo of the 
foot, which had not been discovered 
until Saturday, his former 
trouble 


having been 
confined to the base of 


one toe. 


This new abscess, together with the 


fact that lie felt severe pains in his 
ankle, led to the fear that the infec- 
tion was spreading and that an ampu- 
tation might be necessary to save his 
.life. 


This morning Dr. A. J. Stone, the 


physician in charge, said the slight op- 
eration on the senator's foot showed it 
to be in a much better condition than 
either he or Dr. Murphy had e.-pected 
to find it. 
The senator had revived 


from the slight operation in goorl shape 
and he considered him the "ttie livli- 
est corpse in the United States sen- 
ate today." 


Cushman Kellogg Davis was born 


in Henderson, 
N. Y.,June 1'i, 183S. 


His parents 
removed to Waukesha, 


Wis., the following year, and there,' 
when not working 
upon tha farm, 


young Davis attended the district 
school and took a partial course in 
Carroll College. 
. The foundations of his legal educa- 
tion were laid in a year's course at 
Ann Arbor under Judge Cooley. Upon 
his return from Ann Arbor he was tak- 
en in charge by Alexander Randall, 
Postmaster General under President 
Johnson, who had 
his law office at 


Waukesha. 


In 1862 Davis went 
to tti-s front 


with the Twenty-eighth Wisconsin In- 
fantry as a 
second lieutenant, . and, 


after two years 
of service, during 


which he participated with the Army 
c, the Tennessee in.the Vicksburg and 
other campaigns, was 
forced to re- 


sign on account of his severe attack 
of fever. 


He removed to Minnesota in 3864 af- 


ter visiting a number af 
states in 


search of health. When he settled in 
a i,. Paul illness had so far 
veduced 


him that he weighed only ninety-sev- 
en pounds. His health 
was restored 


in three years sufficiently to enable 
him to practice law, and one of his 
first cases was the trial of ^"an Sol- 
an for murder. Davis secured an ac- 
quittal of the case which attracted na- 
tional interest on account of its pecul- 
iar features. The trial gave him the re- 
putation which brought him a large 
practice. 


His political career began in 1S67 


when he was elected 
to the legisla 


ture from a democratic stronghold 
Next year he was appointed United 
States District Attorney, and hold that 
office until 1873, when he resigned to 
become the republican candidate for 
governor. 


He served 
the one-year *nrm as 


governor, and inaugurated m-:ny re- 
forms which had been promised in 
the platform 
upon 
which he was 


elected. One of the most important of 
these was the curtailment of the ruin- 
ous privileges given railroads. 


He declined the renomination for 


governor, and participated in politics 
only as advisor and speaker. 


In 1887 Mr. Davis was first elected 


to the seat in the United States sen- 
ate which lie still holds.

Care must be taken to 
pt'eveut the sun shining on the petals, 
otherwise the oil in them which con- 
tains the scent is drawn away. These 
powders should retain their scent for a 
long time,, .owing to the 'scented oil of 
the flower being dried iu the particles.

FRAME A CONSTITUTION. 


Governor General AVoqrt Calls the Gather- 


ing to Order and Anuouuces Its Oijjccta 


Senor forcuto Chosen ua PrCiiUHnjr 


Officer—Now lu Scgjlon. 


Havana, Nov. 6.—The Cuban 
con- 


etitutional convention was called to 
order by Governor General Wood in 
the Marti Theater at 2 o'clock yes- 
terday afteiaoon. 
Maisr evidences of 


friendship for the United States were, 
given during the session. 
All pro- 


ceedings -were harmonious, and the 
delegates appeared satisfied with the 
outlook for the island's future. 
The 


following resolutions, signed by a ma- 
jority of delegates as seconders, were 
presented to the temporary president 
of. the convention just as it was ad- 
journing for the day, and doubtless 
ivill be passed at the next session: 


"The undersigned delegates propose 


that the assembly adopt the following 
resolutions: 


" 'First—That a committee of the 


assembly proceed immediately to call 
on General Wood and manifest the 
satisfaction with which the delegates 
have seen him carry cut the delicate 
mission intrusted to him. 


" 'Second—That the same commit- 


tee requests General 'Wood 
to tele- 


graph to the President of. the United 
States as follows: 


"'The delegates elected to the con- 


stitutional convention, 
assembled at 


their inaugural meeting, greet with 
profound gratitude- and affection 
the 


President of the United States of North 
America, and they are satisfied with 
the honesty demonstrated in the ful- 
fillment of the declarations made in 
favor of liberty and independence of 
the Cuban people.' " 


Crowds at Opening Session. 


Long before the hour for the con- 


yention to 
meet the 
theater 
was 


crowded. Senor Cisneros and General 
Rivera escorted General Wood to the 
platform, arnd he almost immediately 
opened the convention. 
He said: 


"As military governor of the Island 


of Cuba, and representing the Presi- 
dent of the United States, I call this 
convention to order. 
It will be your 


duty first of all to frame and adopt a 
constitution for Cuba^ and, when that 
has been done, to formulate what in 
your opinion ought to be the relations 
between Cuba and the United States. 
The constitution must be adequate to 
secure stable, orderly, and free gov- 
ernment. When you have formulated 
the relations which, in your opinion, 
ought to exist between Cuba and the 
United States, the government ot the 
United States will doubtless take suc'h 
action on its part as shall lead to a 
final and authoritative agreement be- 
tween the people of the. two countries 
to the promotion of their common in- 
terests. 


Watched by the Whole World. 


"All friends of Cuba will follow your 


deliberations with the deepest inter- 
est, earnestly desiring that you shall 
reach just conclusions, and that by 
the dignity, individual self-restraint, 
and wise conservatism which 
shall 


characterize your proceedings the ca- 
pacity of the Cuban people for repre- 
sentative government may be signally 
illustrated. 
The 
fundamental dis- 


tinction between true representative 
government and a dictotarship is that 
in the former every representative of 
the people, in whatever office, confines 
himself strictly within the limits of 
ibis defined powers. Without such re- 
etraint there cannot be free constitu- 
tional government. Under the order 
pursuant to which you 
have 
been 


elected and convened you have no duty 
and no authority to take part in the 
present government of the island. Your 
powers are strictly limited 
by the 


terms of that order." 


Llorente Chosen to Preside. 


The 
convention organized, 
with 


Senor Llorente, justice o£ the supreme 
court, as president, a-nd Senor ViUuen- 
do as secretary. The following oath 
•was then administered: 


"We, delegates elected by the peo- 


ple of Cuba to the national constitu- 
tional convention, swear faithCully to 
fulfill the duties of our office. 
Wt 


publicly and solemnly renounce al- 
legiance to or compact made with any 
state or nation, whether made direct- 
ly or indirectly, swearing to the sov- 
ereignty of the free and independent 
people of Cuba, and swearing to re- 
spect the solution this convention may 
adopt, as well as the government es- 
tablished by the constitution." 
All 


of the thiry-one delegates were pres- 
ent. 
Senor Alleman, who sa-id that 


the convention was "only a continu- 
ation of the fight for independence," 
.moved that the regulatios governing 
the old Cuban assembly, at Yaya in 
1S96 be adopted. 
As nobody seemexl 


familiar with them, the convention ad- 
journed until today at 2 p. m., when 
copies will be furnished to the dele- 
gates.
